Trio Sentenced in BGE Crimes

Three men from Tuscola 
County, arrested last fall in 
connection with a breaking 
& entering crime spree that 
spanned a 12-county area, 
were sentenced in 46th Cir- 
cuit Court last Thursday 
by Judge William Porter to 
prison terms ranging irom 
four and one-half (41%) to 
ten years. 

Sentenced to terms of six 
to ten years in Southern 
Michigan State Prison in 
Jackson were William 
Francis Payea, 35, Vassar 
and Arthur Thomas Rose, 
30, of Millington. Both 
pled guilty to five counts of 
breaking & entering last 
December 17th. Michael 
Vincent - Stacy, 20, of 
Millington, who pied guilty 
to four counts of B & &, 
was sentenced to a four and 
one-half to ten year term. 
All three have been lodged 


in the Crawford County 


Jail since their arrests in 
lieu of $10,000 bond apiece. 

Investigation of the 
crime spree that involved 
over 500 incidents over a 


two-year period was led by

The three were arrested 
at their Tuscola County 
homes last fall after an in- 
vestigation of an attem- 
pted breaking and entering 
at the Nash Camp located 
near Lovelis.

Lovells Twp.-City to Receive Grant 


Gov. William G. Milliken 
Wednesday said that two 


governmental units in 
Crawford County — will 
receive an estimated 


$10,000 under a proposed 
addition to the state 
revenue sharing program. 
Milliken said the new $40 
million distressed com- 
munities program — will 
assist more than 300 com- 
munities throughout the 
state. The distressed com- 
munities program will in- 
volve new State funds to be 
added to the $500 million 
unrestricted state revenue 


funds which now go to local 
units of government. 

“The distressed com- 
munities program will help 
assure fiscal stability for 
Michigan’s local units of 
government by providing 
additional funds to cities, 


villages and townships, 
which most need it,” 
Milliken said. 


If the program is ap- 
proved by the Legislature, 
communities will receive 
additional funds based ona 
formula considering the 
percentage of families with 
incomes below the poverty 


level, the percentage of 
senior citizens in the com- 


munity, the growth or 
deterioration of the tax 
base, relative tax effort 


and decline in population. 
Under the proposed 

program it is anticipated 

that Lovells Township will 


receive an — estimated 
$1,293 and Grayling, 
$9,240, 

Milliken stressed that 


the new program will not 
affect the general revenue 
sharing program,

According to race coor- 
dinator Gus Konopnicki, 
everything is in readiness 
for this year’s White Pine 
Stampede, scheduled to 
begin at 10:00 a.m. this 
Saturday, February 2nd. 
Start for the gruelling 50 
km. and shorter 20 km. 
events will take place from 
Mt. Frederic (or Twin 
Peaks) located just north of 
Grayling. 

The White Pine, Michi- 
gan’s longest _point-to- 
point 50-km. cross country 
ski event, drew over 300 
racers last February. It 
was marked by an assault 
of skiers ranging from 
Olympic calibre to 
weekend “rocking chair” 
types. And they toppled 
every existing course 
record set in White Pine [ 
and II. 

Tom Schuler, an Olympic 
Class bicycle racer and 
University of Michigan 
student, is the current 
White Pine 50 km. title 
holder. He glided across 
the finish line in 3 hours 
and 29 minutes, over an 
hour faster than the pre- 
vious course record. Randi 


Talsma, an 18-year old 
Prudenville skier, was the 
top 50 km. women’s finish- 
er with a time of 4 hours 
and 32 minutes. Skiers in 
White Pine III came from 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Tli- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Cali- 
fornia and Canada, 

To date over 150 skiers 
have registered for what 
has come to be recognized 
as one of the state's pre- 
mier marathon events in 
the fast growing sport of 
cross-country skiing. 
Konopnicki, who met Sun- 
day with race volunteers 
from Grayling, said he 
hoped the field would ex- 
pand to as many as 250 by 
race time.

County—AFSCME Resume Talks

According to Attorney 
David Sabin, labor nego- 
tiator for’the county, the 
next negotiating session 
with bargaining represen- 
tatives for county em- 
ployees was set for Wed- 
nesday, January 30th. Ef- 
forts to reach an agreement 
on a contract with AFSC- 
ME (American Federation 


of State, County & 
Municipal Employees), 
Local 2759, representing 
county court house 


workers have been under- 
way since December. The 
old labor agreement, which 
expired December 3st, 
had been extended by 
mutual agreement through 
January 18th. 

Sabin said four issues 
remain chief stumbling 
blocks in attempts to reach 


a contract, including the 
question of | whether 
Deputy Clerk positions will 
be included in job 
classifications covered by 
the labor agreement, Other 
issues are arbitration, the 
vacation clause and the 
matter of economics. 

The union has already 
been advised that the 
financial condition of the 
county precludes any wage 
increases in a new 
agreement, Year-end 
figures showed the county 
“in the red”’ last year to the 
tune of $114,000. That 
figure would have been 
even higher except for a 
“belt-tightening’” program 
launched by the Board of 
Commissioners in  mid- 
1979. 

On the arbitration issue, 
Sabin indicated the county 


proposal differs from the 
union position on the ques- 
tion of who makes the final 
decision on contract 
disputes that cannot be 
resolved locally. Binding 
arbitration was included in 
the expired agreement, a 
procedure the county 
would like changed. 


On the vacation 
question, Sabin said the 
amount of vacation time is 
not a matter of dispute, 
rather the county is 
seeking certain regulatory 
language governing when 


the time off is taken.

SCME, is handling nego- 
tiations for county em- 
ployees and has asked for 
the participation of a 
mediator January 6th.

Fellow Citizens: 

As deputy County Clerk, 
I have been the subject of 
both a grievance and a 
possible arbitration case 
with the AFSCME union. 

The reason for this has 
been my refusal to pay the 
AFSCME union a fee it 
says it is entitled to under 
the agency shop clause of 
the union contract. 

My reason’s for refusing 
to support this union with 
my dollars are many; | am 
not only-not a member-but 
AFSCME does not really 
represent me. It cannot 
negotiate my _ salary, 
because, by law it must be 
set by the Board of Com- 
missioner's by October 
3ist of each year. It also 
cannot prevent my 
demotion from the job of 
deputy Clerk, since I am 
appointed and I serve at 
the pleasure of the County 
Clerk. I cannot be bumped 
from my job, during a lay- 
off, regardless of contract, 
without the agreement of 
the County Clerk. 

J took an oath of office to 
perform supervisory and 
statutory duties and to 
serve as a County official in 
the absence of the County 
Clerk. 

I oppose the tactics & 
demands , of the AFSCME 
union in’ their’ ‘present’ 
dealings with the County 
and the taxpayers that all 
the County Officials repre- 
sent. 

I understand now that I 
may be facing compulsary 
termination by either Mr. 
Lovely or the County 
Board. 

I have found satisfaction 
working for Crawford 
County & Mr. Lovely. I 
think I do my job well. My 
dedication is not. less sin- 
cere because I cannot be 
bought, negotiated or used 
as a source of revenue. 

1 know the pressures 
being put on the County 
Clerk & the Board of 
Commissioners. I under- 
stand that the statutes & 
Attorney General’s 
rulings, which should make 
me exempt, don’t seem to 
stand up against these 
pressures being put on the 
Board. 

I can’t believe the unions 
have gotten so strong that 
they decide how our law’s 
will be interpreted and can 
run our County Gover- 
nment for us instead of the 
people we elected to do 
this. 

I apologize to Mr. Lovely 
and the Board of Com- 
missioners for the trouble 
this has caused, but 1 am 
an appointed official and 
regardless of the pressure 
being brought on by AF- 
SCME, aid my fellow 
workers, I cannot. support 
a cause I do not believe in, 

I await the decision of 
the County in the matter of 
my future employment as 
deputy Clerk and I cer- 
tainly do appreciate all the 
effort put forth by Mr. 
Lovely & the County 
Board on my behalf in this 
matter,

again, you'll know that Bill 
Page has left his mark. 
These are but a few of the 
many unusual, certainly 
out of the ordinary, new 
ideas he suggested 
teachers use to insert more 
innovative, yet effective 
teaching methods into the 
classroom = environment. 
“Tf you have a student who 
isn’t learning through the 
methods you're using,” he 
exclaimed, ‘‘try something 
else-there is no kid on the 
face of this earth who 
should flunk a class.”’ 
Arrangements for Page’s 
visit were made by Pete 


Ingyarsson, State & 
Federal Program 
Facilitator for the 


Crawford-AuSable Schools, 
and his presentation kicked 
off a campaign by the 
schools to upgrade reading 
and math skills amongst 
students here. Ingvarsson 
revealed that state assess- 
ment test scores in those 
two learning areas showed 
“the skill level of kids is 
not as good as we thought 
it should be.”’ 

Bill Page might better be 
called a “teacher's 
teacher.’ Affiliated with 
the Nashville (Tenn.) Lear- 
ning Center, he teaches at 
eight universities and pre- 
sents educational seminars 
all around the country. He 
has taught every grade 
through the elementary 
and secondary schoo! levels 
as well as in some reform 
schools, 

He left little doubt the 
educational system, in his 
opinion, was stuck in the 
proverbial ‘‘rut.'’ Forever 
maintaining the status quo 
is obviously not a part of 
Page's vocabulary, 

Outlining humorous a- 
necdotes from his teaching 
career, his message was 
clear-teachers today should 
not fear deviating from 
customarily accepted, 
worn-thin teaching metods 
for fear of upsetting the 
apple cart. 

Page said students must 
first be taught the reasons 
for learning. ‘“‘That’s the 
key to motivating them,” 
he emphasized. He also ad- 
vocates administering 
tests at the start of a class- 
room course. ‘‘What’s the 
sense teaching students 
something they already 
know?’’, he asks, ‘‘and you 
won't know what that is 
unless you test them in ad- 
vance.” 

He urged teachers to 
cast aside stereotyped 
teaching methods in favor 
of more innovative, stimu- 
lating educational 
techniques. “Do whatever 
works for you,” he said, 
“the alternative to 
flunking kids is teaching 
them.” 

Ingvarsson noted the 
cost of Page’s visit to 
Grayling was paid for by a 
state grant and that an ad- 


ditional $7500 has been ob- 
tained through the same 
source to continue imple- 
mentation of the program 
scheduled to continue this 
week. 

A group of ten to fifteen 
Crawford-AuSable teachers 
has been selected to repre- 
sent their grade levels in a 
training seminar being held 
Wednesday through 
Friday at the Holiday Inn, 
featuring Dr. Al Menlow, — 
noted communication and 
group leadership expert. 
Called ‘‘key linkers’’, these 
teachers will act in liaison 
roles with other Crawford- 
AuSable instructors in 
developing teaching 
methods and _ techniques 
designed to upgrade skill 
levels within the classroom 
and the students. 

Developing a set of stra- 
tegies and evaluation 
design by the end of the 
school term is this year’s 
objective. State 
assessment testing and self 
evaluation will be some of 
the criteria used to mea- 
sure the program’s effec- 
tiveness over the coming 
years. 

Over the next few mon- 
ths, the teaching staff and 
school administrators will 
be developing short and 
long range learning objec> 
tives and after what Bill 
Page had to share with 
them last week, most 
surely some _ interesting 
new teaching methods will 
be cropping up throughout 
the local schools in the next 
few weeks.

Grant Programs 
For Basic Skills 


By Peter Ingvarsson 

The reading/math con- 
sultant program in Craw- 
ford AuSable Schools is a 
four step process. First, the 
child is identified by either 
test score or teacher recom- 
mendation. Second, the 
consultant diagnoses the 
problem by talking with 
the teacher and giving any 
appropriate reading/math 
tests to the child. Third, 
the consultant distributes 
materials and gives ideas 
to the child’s teacher that 
the teacher can use with 
that child in the classroom. 
Fourth, the consultant has 
follow-up conversations 
with the child’s teacher to 
see if the materials and 
ideas are helping. If 
necessary, different 
materials and ideas will be 
used. The reading/math 
consultant for the district's 
schools is Betty Steele. 

The Title I pre-school 
program is funded by the 
district’s Title I grant. The 
program is available to 
help preschool children 
who are four years by Dec. 
1 of that year, The children 
must be eligible under one 
of the following criteria: 

1. need social develop- 
ment by playing with other 
children 

2. very shy 

3. hyperactive 

4. come from a low in- 
come home 

5. come from a one par- 
ent home 

6. need 
development 

7. need small motor or 


language 


large motor muscle coor- - 


dination 

8. have more than the 
usual emotional outbursts. 

Children are accepted by 
their needs and, if found 
eligible, are placed in the 
Grayling Co-Op Nursery 
program with the Title I 
grant paying for their 
enrollment fee and mon- 


thly tuition. 

The objective an-. 
ticipated in the Nursery 
School program are 


numerous and significant. 
The classes are designed to 
cover major areas of 
growth including physical, 
mental, and emotional ad- 
justment necessary for 
beginning kindergarten. 
The goals of this growth 
are to develop motor coor- 
dination, language 
development, auditory- 
visual perception, and con- 
ceptual development. The 
Co-Op Nursery program 
also enables a child to ex- 
pand his creative abilities 
and increase his self-image.

LIKE THE FAIR’ damsel in folktales 
of yore, Michigan’s Gov. William GQ. 
Milliken is being courted from all sides 
these days. 

The determined suitors are the 
multitude of candidates for the Republi- 
can nomination for President. So far, 
Milliken is uncommitted in the presiden- 
tial race, and those who want the nomina- 
tion see Milliken's backing as a definite 
bonus. 

Some candidates even go so far as in- 
dicating to the Michigan governor that 
he'd make a heckuva candidate for vice 
president. And so he would, in my view. 

Milliken has admitted the vice 
presidential bait being trolled his way. 

“Comments have been dropped, sub- 
tleties, references are made,’’ Milliken 
recently told an interviewer. 

TO MILLIKEN’S credit, he doesnt't 

take the wooing all that seriously. 
@ ‘I understand why candidates do 
that,’ Milliken said. “It’s part of the 
game. I suspect that at least one candi- 
date has traveled to about 8 or 10 states 
and has dropped that subtle word to the 
governor of that state who happens to be 
a Republican.” 

As to whether he would accept a vice 
presidential nomination, Milliken 
is--would you believe—-non-committal. 

“Given my accepted view that I don’t 
have an interest in Washington, I don’t 
see how the set of circumstances could 
develop,” he told the interviewer. “But I 


can’t make any definitive statement 
about that”. 
PERSONALLY, [ think Milliken 


would make a very good vice presidential 
candidate with almost all the leading con- 
tenders for the GOP nomination. Presi- 
dential tickets often strive for balance. 
Milliken could provide it. 

With California's Ronald Reagan and 
Texan John Connally, Milliken balances 
youth and geography, plus some 


philosophic balance, too. 


With Texan George Bush, there would 
be the geographical balance, plus 
Milliken’s statehouse experience to go 


~ with Bush's Washington experience. The 


same applies with Sen. Howard Baker 
from Tennessee.

There might be a bit of a geographic 
closeness with either Rep. Philip Crane of 
Nhnois or Sen. Bob Dole of Kansas, but 
the philosophic and experience offsets 
might outweigh geographic proximity. 

All of the foregoing exercise would con- 
cede that the ticket should be balanced in 
one way or another. If instead you would 
prefer an ideological sameness, in case of 
succession, then Milliken would fit with 
Rep. John Anderson of [Hinois. 

IN ANY CASE, in my own view, Gov. 
Milliken would add strength to any of the 
Republican tickets mentioned above, and 
in some of them, the ticket would be 
stronger with Milliken at the top instead 
of in Number 2 position. 

I hope Milliken keeps his powder dry, 
and if a ticket position is offered, he 
should accept. If you look at the national 
picture objectively, getting Milliken on 
the ticket would be a distinct plus for any 
of the present front-running candidates. 
Milliken would fit. 

About the only place he would be shut 
out for further consideration is if the 
Republican nominee turns out to be 
fellow Michiganian Gerald Ford. And 
that might happen, too.

Crim predicted an economic recession 
will prove a major challenge to the Legis- 
lature during 1980. He added, that des- 
pite falling revenues and a drain on state 
services, the state should not raise taxes 
in an effort to make up the revenue short- 
falls.

_ The speaker said the Legislature must 
put on the November ballot a tax shift 
proposal, shifting taxes from residentia) 
property to an increase in the sales and 
use tax. 

Crim reiterated that solving the 
workers compensation reform problem 
will be his number. one non-budget 
priority for 1980, 

Other items listed cleaning up toxic 
dump sites, beginning to improve correc- 
tion facilities and increasing funding of 
state pension programs. 

Faust, meanwhile, listed Wayne Coun- 
ty reorganization, Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
reform and racial steering prohibitions in 
‘real gestate transactions among his top 
legislative priorities. 

He also called for enactment of a 
Department of energy to centralize in a 
single department the responsibility of 
administering the procurement, distribu- 
tion and equitable handling of energy 
resources.

Northeast Mich. Council 
of Governments (NEM- 
COG) today presented 
grants totaling $65,166 in 
Federal funds to the coun- 
ties of Alpena, Mon- 
tmorency and Crawford. 
These grants were funded 
through the State Office of 
Criminal Justice, Depart- 
ment of Management and 
Budget in Lansing. 

The total represents the 
amount allocated for 1980 
to the Northeast region of 
the lower peninsula by 
O.C.J. The region is com- 
posed of the counties of 
Alpena, Cheboygan, Pres- 
que Isle, Otsego, Crawford, 
Oscoda, Alcona, and Mont- 
morency. 

Each year, grant appli- 
cations are submitted by 
the counties within the 
region who need funding to 
provide for a program of 
expansion or improvement 
in law enforcement ser- 
vices, The various 
proposals are then 
evaluated by the Criminal 
Justice Advisory Council, 
which is composed of ap- 
pointed members from the 
eight county region. The 
members are from various 
law enforcement agencies, 
courts, prosecutors, 
juvenile agencies and the 
public at large. The council 
meets to evaluate and place 
priorities on the impor- 
tance of the grant applica- 
tions. The council decides 
which programs should be 
funded for the next year. 
Usually there are more 
requests for funding than 
there are available funds, 
so that the council has to 
decide on the division of 
funds in the most equitable 
manner possible. 

Programs funded for 
1980 within the region are 
as follows: 

Alpena County Sheriff's 
Dept.- Communications; 
Improvement-Total Bud- 
get $39,076; Federal Fun- 
ds-$19,538; Local Match- 
$19,538, 

Montmorency Co. Sher- 
iff's Dept.-Communica- 
tions; Improvement-Cen- 
tral Dispatch-Total Budget 
$48,000; Federal Funds- 
$37,878; Local Match- 
$10,122. 

Crawford County Pro- 
bate Court-Youth Service 
Bureau; Total Budget- 
$8,158; Federal Funds- 
$7,750; Local Match-3408. 

Several years ago, the 
Criminal Justice Advisory 
Council decided that the 
largest problem faced by 
law enforcement agencies 
within the region was 
inadequate com- 
munications, and it should 
be a top priority to secure 
funding to make im- 
provements. 

Since that time, Central 
Dispatch and Communica- 
tions Improvement grants 
have been funded in several 
counties. Crawford and 
Alcona Counties are 
presently in the process of 
completing their systems. 


Other counties — have 
systems presently in oper- 
ation, including 


Cheboygan, Presque Isle, 


Oscoda, and the City of 
Alpena. When the systems 
are completed, there is one 
emergency number used 
within the county to sum- 
mon law enforcement, fire 
and ambulance assistance. 
Eventually that number 
will be 911 for the entire 
country. Until such time as 
the Telephone Companies 
develop the capacity for 
the 911 system, seven digit 
numbers are being used 
which have the last three 
digits of 911, 

Dr. W. Randolph Fryk- 
berg, Executive Director of 
NEMCOG, advised that 
the region is fortundte to 
have completed most of 
their communications im- 
provement program as the 
LEAA funds have been 
drastically cut by Congress 
for 1981, which will greatly 
curtail future programs 
which can be funded.

Ata regular meeting of the Board of Commissioners of the County 
of Crawford, the State of Michigan, held at Grayling, Michigan, on the 
15 day of January, 1980.

The following resolution was offered by Kitchen and seconded by

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of this County has 
heretofore adopted a resolution establishing the Crawford County 
Delinquent Tax Revolving Fund, pursuant to Section 87b of Act No. 
206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended; and 

WHEREAS, this Fund has been designated as the 100% Tax 
Payment Fund (hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘Fund’’} by the Crawford 
County Treasurer, and it appears desirable to borrow to fund part or all 
of said Fund for the 1979 delinquent real property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, the purpose of this Fund is to allow the Crawford 
County Treasurer (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the ‘County 
Treasurer” or the ‘Treasurer”) to pay from the Fund any or all 
delinquent real property taxes which are due the County; any school 
district; intermediate school district; community college district; city, 
township, special assessment or drain district; or any other politica} 
unit or county agency for which delinquent tax payments are due on 
settlement day with the County, City or Township Treasurer and has 
been heretofore directed to do so by the Board of Commissioners of this 
County: and 

WHEREAS, it is hereby determined that it is necessary that 
Crawford (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the ''County’’) borrow a 
sum not to exceed (a) the amount of the 1979 delinquent real property 
taxes (hereinafter sometimes referred to as the ‘delinquent taxes’’) 
which become delinquent on or before March 1, 1980, and (b) a reserve 
to assure prompt payment of the notes, and deposit the proceeds 
thereof in the aforesaid Fund and the 1980 Note Reserve Fund (estab- 
lished hereinafter) respectively; and 

WHEREAS, such borrowing is authorized by Sections 87c and 87d 
of Act No. 206 of the Public Acts of 1893, as amended, (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘Act 206"'): and 

WHEREAS, the total amount. of unpaid delinquent taxes which 
will be outstanding on March 1, 1980 is estimated to be in excess of 
*$1 000,000.00, exclusive of interest, fees and penalties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD, THE 
STATE OF MICHIGAN, AS FOLLOWS; 

‘1, The County shall borrow One million one hundred fifty thousand 
dollars Dollars ($ *1,150,000.00) or such part thereof as will represent 
not to exceed (a) the exact amount of the delinquent taxes outstanding 
on March 1, 1980, exclusive of interest, fees and penalties, and (b) an 
amount not to exceed fifteen percent (15%) of the amount of the 
delinquent taxes, in order to constitute a reserve (hereinafter referred 
to as the ‘'Note Reserve Fund"), and, as the Municipal Finance Com- 
mission may authorize, issue its ‘General Obligation Limited Tax 
Notes, Series 1980,"" payable from the delinquent taxes outstanding on 
March 1, 1980 and the other sources specified below, the proceeds of 
which notes shall be placed in and used as the whole or part of the Fund 
Account No. 5 of the County (the “1980 Account") and the 1980 Note 
Reserve Fund, to be used as provided in Act 206. The exact borrowing 
amount will be designated by Lhe County Treasurer after the amount of 
the 1979 delinquent taxes are determined, which designation will 
specify the amount to be allocated to the 1980 Note Reserve Fund, 

2. The said notes shall bear interest payable November 1, 1980, 
May 1, 1981, and each November 1 and May 1 thereafter, until 
maturity, which interest is not to exceed 8-%4% per annum. Said notes 
shall be coupon notes issued in denominations of $5,000, each, and shall 
be numbered from 1 upwards, beginning with their earliest maturities 
in the direct order of their maturities. The notes shall be dated April 1,

3, There is hereby established the Fund Collection Account No. 5 of 
the County (hereinafter referred to as the Collection Account"’), effec- 
tive as of March 1, 1980, into which account the County Treasurer is 
hereby directed to place on the books and records all of the following 
payments received on account of the delinquent taxes: 


a. All of the delinquent taxes collected on and after March 1, 1989 
and allinterest thereon; 

b. All of the collection fees on the delinquent taxes once the expen. 
ses of this borrowing have been paid; and 4 

c. Any amounts which are received by the Treasurer from the 
taxing units within the County because of the uncollectability of the 
delinquent taxes. 

The amounts specified in this paragraph are hereby designated as 
the ‘Funds Pledged to Note Repayment."’ 

4, There is hereby established the "1980 Note Reserve Fund,” into 
which Fund the Treasurer shall deposit all of the proceeds of the sale 
which are borrowed for the purpose of establishing the Note Reserve 
Fund. 

5. All money in the 1980 Note Reserve Fund, except as hereinafter 
provided, shail be added to the Funds Pledged to Note Repayment and 
Shall be used solely for payment of principal and interest on the notes 
for which the Fund was established. Money in the 1980 Note Reserve. 
Fund shall be withdrawn first for payment of principal and interest on 
notes before other County general funds are used to make the paymen- 
ts. All income or interest earned by, or increment to, the 1980 Note 
Reserve Fund, due to its investment or reinvestment, shall be 
deposited in the Fund, when the notes for which the Fund was 
established are retired. When the 1980 Note Reserve Fund is sufficient 
to retire the notes and accrued interest thereon, it may be used to pur.
